fornia by Prof. Willis Luther Moore, for 
more than eighteen.years chief of the 
United States weather bureau. 

Inside the dead-air space of the usual 
home walls he hac constructed a live-air 
space through which the ventilating: cur- 
rents pass, The live air, admitted 
through a register on the roof, passes 
through all the walls-and ceilings, and 
out again through another roof register. 

In addition there are two funnels on 
the roof, looking much like the ventila- 
tors on a ship, except that a vane keeps 
one always pointed into the wind, as 
an intake pipe, and the other away from 
the wind, as‘an exhaust.

mosquioes, black-flies and 
smiliar pests, especially when the in- 
sects are very numerous, A number of 
formulas for such mixtures are given. 
in”® pamphlet on the methods of pro- 
tection against mosquitoes and black- 
flies, just*issued by the Entomological 
Branch of the Dominion Department , 
of Agriculture. A mixture -recommend- 
ed by -the author is composed of 2 
ounces of oil of citronella, 1 of spirits 
of camphor, 1 of oil of tar.
